And it was j 
done on the day the board of I 
authorization was organized and : 
without cost to the individual! 
taxpayers. 

This little incident will not be 
the only one that will arise. The I 
new law is expressly designed to 
bring about the correction of 
mistakes and errors of this kind. 
The incident proves both the 
necessity and the great value of 
the limit law as no amount of, 
argument could."

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EDITORIAL CHAT 

THE AMERICAN CONSCRIPT ARMY 
By Hoi ice H. Herr, Editor of Indiana Forum. 

Perhaps those who are beyond the conscription age add 
nothing of a convincing nature to the argument when they 
point out the necessity for a patriotic attitude on the part 
of the conscript. We are met with the sneer that it is all 
very well for the man who isn’t called to talk about what the 
man who is called should do. 

Some of us, however, are making a determined fight to 
place the full burden of paying for the war on the men who 
remain at home. While superlative material sacrifice is not 
to be compared with offering of life on the battlefield, yet 
the fact that a man is urging the Government to conscript 
everything he has that the Government needs for this war, 
may lend the suggestion of sincerity to his statement that 
if the Government calls for his services in the army he is 
ready to make that sacrifice, too. 

Those of us who have been in Europe and caught a 
glimpse of the situation must experience an appreciation 
of the realities such as others do no experience. Having 
seen something of the European conflict 1 cannot bring my¬ 
self to share the optimistic feeling of many of my acquaint¬ 
ances who hold thiit the war will be over in a few months. 

I cannot justify a conclusion that the United States will be 
a factor in the war with anything less than an army of 
millions with an undivided and sacrificing nation behind it. 

Forget for a moment, your notions regarding why we 
are in the war or how we came to get in, and consider the 
one, cold, hard fact that we are in. 

Victory the Only Safe Way Out 

If we could withdraw today, Germany would remain our 
enemy. Official Germany would write down against us the 
fact that we have been feeding, arming and financing her 
enemies; that in the hour of her necessities we gave aid and 
comfort and aggressive help to her enemies and this would 
be a thing to be kept in memory and a score to be settled in 
the future. If we should withdraw to-day and Germany 
should win the war, those who tell ns that we should then 
be forced to fight Germany single-handed are right. We 
would. The one way to future security and peace is to go 
through on the line we have taken and go through to the 
end and God help us if the end is not victory. 

Take Russia oil the lists of assets in this war and place 
her on the liability sheet if you wish to make a conservative 
recapitulation of the war business. 

Task Growing Harder 

How long will it take the Allies to drive Germany back 
to her own frontier in the West? At the rate they are go¬ 
ing to-day, it will take the allies another three years, and we 
are justified by no development in believing that Germany’s 
power of resistance has been lessened. But bear in mind 
that as Germany approaches her own frontier her resistance 
will become more effective. Position after position has been 
prepared for the defense of the country. The line of com¬ 
munication between the army and the source of its supplies 
is shortened. Less energy goes into transportation, into 
getting food to the front and handling ammunition, and 
more energy goes into the battle line. 

Assume that Germany is thrown back to the Rhine. 

Is she defeated? No more than France was defeated when 
Von Gluck’s army was at the gates of Paris. Can you 
imagine with what desperation the Germans will be fight¬ 
ing when they are on German soil? 

The only hope for an early ending of the war rests with 
the German people. Revolution in Germany might precipi¬ 
tate the end. 

But this is only a hope born of our intense desire. 
There is unrest in Germany—but there is unrest in Ameri¬ 
ca. The German people Itelieve we are on the verge of a 
revolution in the United States. They have as much evi¬ 
dence to justify the hope as we have to justify the belief 
that revolution is going to be the downfall of the Kaiser. 
Revolution may come in Germany, but you can’t cash in on 
hopes in war times. You must deal with facts and you j 
must build your offensive and defensive forces on these 
facts. 

The one thing that will win the war—judging from 
facts—is fighting force. We must have millions of men and 
we must get them through our conscription system. When 
one man can’t go, another must. 

Where Honor Belongs 

Millions of men must make the sacrifice for their coun¬ 
try. The honor of the conscription system isn’t for the 
man who is exempted. It is for the man who is taken. 

I met the head of the Wells-Fargo Company in Paris. 

He was a slight-built man, young and full of life. Married 
and with responsibilities. He wasn’t subject to service in 
the French army and yet I found him in tears. He had 
tried three times to get into the army and was then figuring 
out what course promised most for his fourth attempt. 
That’s the sort of spirit that must spring up in the United 
States. ... 

The honor is to the man who is accepted.
